Points Up Possible New Local Firm

Rumors that Antioch will gain a 
new business in the near future 
took on a more certain note this 
week with the announcement from 
the Lake County board of school 
trustees that it will sell some land at 
auction October 15. 

The land in question is now part 
of the Antioch Township High 
School district and is located east 
of the Soo Line railroad tracks 
where part of the school's athletic 
field now is located, 

A legal notice being published 
this week in The Antioch News lists 
certain conditions under which the 
Bale might be made. 

One of them is that the land must 
be used for industrial purposes only, 
and that it would revert to the high 
school district if the acreage is not 
improved with an industrial build- 
ing at least 150,000 square feet in 
floor area. 

Another provision of the sale is 
that this building "shalf be sub- 
stantially completed within one 
year from date of said deed and 
shall be ready for occupancy with- 
one and one-half years ..." 

The area up for sale measures 
roughly 090 feet by 150 feet or 3.42 
acres. 

The sale will be made to the 
highest bidder provided that no bid 
will be considered for less than 
$8,000. The sale will take place at 
9:30 a.m. on October 15 on the prop- 
erty in question. 

Much discussion concerning this 



sale was made at a meeting of the 
Antioch village board and the high 
school board of education at a joint 
meeting. 

It was the viewpoint of the ma- 
jority that the high school should 
cooperate in every way with the 
village. 

After accepting statements from 
the mayor and various village trus- 
tees that the project was for the 
good of the community, the ^high- 
school board decided to accept the 
Village board's recommendation 
that the school property be sold. 

"Money realized from the sale of 
the land will be used to reclaim 
usable low land owned by the school 
district that lies east of the tracks,*' 
President Robert Denman of the 
high school board said Wednesday. 

"The entire tract of school 
property east of the (Soo Line) 
tracks will then be" developed and 
improved by the (high school board) 
for use in the physical education, 
health and athletic program." 

It was not announced the name 
of the firm planning to build here.

— Voters of the 
Union High School District will go 
to the polls again on Tuesday, Octo- 
ber 4, to decide on a $340,000 bond 
issue to finance an addition to the 
high school here. 

School Board President Henry 
Bierdz said the addition is urgently 
needed, and cited soaring enroll- 
ment figures to back the board's 
plea for funds. 

"Enrollment at the. high school 
is now 348," he said. 

"Based on enrollments in the 
grade schools which supply Union 
High School, enrollment will climb 
to 432 next year. 

"Then it will, rise progressively 
over the next four years to a total 
of 600." 

The present school building was 
designed to handle 350 students 
Bierdz said. The new unit would 
bring the capacity up to 500 pupils. 

Bierdz said the board has figured 



that the tax raise caused by the 
bond issue would amount to less 
than $6 a year on a house with a 
market value of $10,000. 

The addition first was proposed 
three years ago. A bond issue pro- 
posal last year was beaten, and two 
attempts to gain approval for the 
addition at annual meeting also 
were defeated, Bierdz said. 

"Time is getting short now," 
Bierdz said. "The youngsters are 
here — and we have to find some- 
place to put them." 

Polls will be open from 7 a.m. to 
7 p.m> to electors of the district, 
which includes the villages of Silv- 
er Lake arid Twin Lakes and the 
towns of Salem, Randall and Wheat- 
land. 

They will be voting on an August 
30 resolution of the school board to 
borrow $340,000 by the issuance of 
corporate bonds, to finance the ad- 
dition to the present building.

Local Governnienl Also Important 

The upcoming election and -particularly .the voting for president is 
exciting a great deal of interest among the youngsters in the county even 
at the grade school age. , t . 

Boy Scouts and Cub Scouts are using the election as a 
springboard to greater interest in our government and 
many of the schools are holding mock elections, straw 
votes and undertaking various projects with political over- 

This is of course important and worthwhile, but we get 
the feeling that there is too much emphasis on the national 
election and national political study and too little on the 
local political picture. 

The pocketsize politicians gather up material about 

Richard M. Nixon and John Kennedy, about Lodge and 

Johnson, and ask questions about the national election, but 

have no idea who the candidates are for the county offices 

and, except for Governor William G. Stratton, they have 

little or no interest in the election at the state level. 

Durkln This may be due to the fact that the national candidates 

have provided more colorful and more interesting buttons and gadgets 

and to the influence of the teachers and parents. 

• • * 

While the- youngsters are displaying a great deal of interest in the 
national election we get the feeling that their education in local govern- 
ment is being as neglected as was that of their parents. 

Complaints being levelled against the local property taxes are con- 
crete evidence that people don't know where their tax money goes and 
are almost vehement in their refusal to find out about it. 

Newspapers devote columns of type to reporting on tax levies, ap- 
propriation ordinances, budget discussions by school boards, city councils, 
the county board ana other taxing bodies, with detailed explanations 
about the destination of the huge amounts being collected by County Trea- 
surer Hugo L. Schneider Jr., all to no avail. * 

The average taxpayer gets his bill from the county building so he de- 
cides that the supervisors and the county officials must be the varmita who 
are responsible for Che tax bills being incr.eaed each year. 

Tell them that the county gets less than $500,000 of the total $40,000,- 
000 that will be collected In real estate and personal property taxes in Lake 
County and they give you a pitying look tor being so naive. 

Try to explain that every parcel of property is taxed by scores of 
different taxing bodies and they shake their heads in disbelief and point 
to the return address on the envelope in which their tax bills come as evi- 
dence that' the chicanery takes place in the courthouse. 

• « • 

For an education in the extent of the non-education of the average 
property owner on matters of local government, sit in on a public hearing 
on some area-wide proposition that has an emotional appeal. 

The arguments and statements stray so far from the facts and the 
situation under discussion that you will wonder if you are in the proper 
hearing room. 

It might be considered "frills and frippery" by stalwart advocates of 
limiting education to the three "R's", but wouldn't a regular course in 
local government and politics be a worthy subject for our schools cur- 
riculum?

MY DAD had a rather interesting 
experience that day in 1938 as he 
headed south driving to Washington, 
D.C.

Selective Service Sets 
Up New Identity Plans 

New procedures to Identify men 
who would be qualified for military 
service in an emergency, but who 
are not acceptable under current 
Armed Forces standards, have been 
put into effect by Illinois Selective 
Service local boards. 

The new procedures have been 
adopted oh a national basis. 

These men will no longer be 
placed in Class IV-F (physically, 
mentally^or morally unfit). 

It is expected that Selective Serv- 
ice Regulations will be amended in 
the near future to provide a new 
classification for men not accepted 
under current standards but who 
are available and would be quali- 
fied in an emergency. 

Until the regulations are changed, 
those men the local boards find 
would qualify in an emergency will 
keep their current classification. 

Local boards will continue ' to 
place in Class IV-F those men the 
Armed Forces are unlikely to need 
even in an emergency.

Rebel" is rated by him as even 
faster than the "Swamp Rat", which 
he drove for more than a year. 

He has turned over the 190 mph 
mark three of the past eight weeks 
while going below that mark only 
once. 

"The Chizler" holds the world's 
record of 205.4 mph and it more 
consistently turns between the 180 
mph and the 100 mph marks. 

Both dragsters are in the 8 second 
bracket for the quarter mile run 
which is timed from a standing 
start. 

Trial runs will be run from a.m. 
to 1 p.m. and the races will start at 
2 p.m.
